What Weston Offers Manufacturers. 


ITUATED within a few miles of Toronto, on the main line of the Grand Trunk, and the Owen Sound, Sudbury and Teeswater 
sections of the Canadian Pacific Railway, connected with Toronto by the Suburban Electric Railway, Weston is most advantage- 


ously placed for industrial purposes. That its claims are recognized, is evidenced by the fact that many industries have located in 
the town within recent years. The present year has seen very many important additions to Weston's industrial assets. То enumerate some 
of these newest comers we may mention the Weston Tool and Novelty Company, incorporated last month with a Capital of $40,000, for the 
mannfacture of Hardware Specialties, while the same Company already has in contemplation the erection of factories for the manufacture of 
Carriage and Automobile Tires. The Reliable Bedstead Company is another new addition; they are manufacturing Iron and Brass Bed- 
steads. The Barron Brick Company, of Chicago, has located at the northern end of the town and is erecting a plant that will be one of the 
best and most up-to-date on this side. At the other side of the town W. С. Trethewey, of Cobalt fame has acquired a large tract of land on 
which he has erected a Canning Plant, carried on under the name of the Sanitary Packing Company, of Weston, The Company's buildings 
and plant are the largest yet erected in Canada and will employ a large number of hands, The famous National Stoves and Ranges that are 
known from one end of this continent tò another and that are being extensively used in Europe and Asia are manufactured in Weston, by 
The Moffat Stove Company, Limited who established here in 1892. Ап old established industrial concern is the Flour Mill of Messrs. C. 
& W. Wadsworth, which has been cn the banks of the Humber ever since 1815. This mill manufactures the well-known “Three Lion 
Brand *' of Graham and Whole Wheat Flour. Messrs. J. Cruickshank & Sons have been manufacturing the famous Cruickshank Wagon in 
this town for over half a century and their works are well known throughout the Country. The Weston Machine Shop and Foundry which 
was established in the early part of last century, by the late James Coulter, is still in the family and is under the management of Mr. Levi 
Coulter, a son of the founder. Іп 1830 the late Thomas Longstaff commenced to manufacture Pumps in Weston and at the present day, 
Walter, the son of the founder runs the Weston Pump and Windmill Works, which have acquired a reputation for Pumps and Windmills.

A Retrospect of Weston High School 


1857—1907 


HE SHORT time at our disposal in getting out this Souvenir will not allow us to give as complete a history of this old school 


and its many graduates as we would wish. Since Из inception, the Weston school has given to the world as many prominenl 


men and women as have its contemporaries. Notable gradnates can be found in all the walks of life, but the legal and the medicat 
profession have possib) 


claimed the largest percentage, as we discovered 
when weset out tc obtain photographs of the ex-pupils for insertion in this book. 
Had we consulted onr own desires in the matter, we should have pnblished por- 
traits of all, but that would have taken too large a volume. We also found the 
ex-pupils of tlie sterner sex very modest, a large percentage of them not having 
had a picture taken for many ycars.
